The railroad charge for 
the 1300-mile haul was 2: cents a dozen, 
including breakage, which the Govern- 
ment estimates at 10 per cent. The men 
who receive the eggs in New York in 
the morning and deliver them during 
the day take 13 cents a dozen profit, 
equal to. 43 per cent. : 

‘The farmer works to produce the 
food, the consumer works to pay for it, 
and the dealer, under organized meth- 
ods, takes the ‘lion’s share of the profits 
It is through organization of the pro- 
ducers working closely with the trans- 
porters, that. foodstuffs can be placed 
on the table of the consumer at a fair 
‘price. 

“The California: fruit growers are or- 
ganized. Théy were widely scattered 
and losing money 10 years ago, just as 
cottén growers are widely scattered, un- 
organized and losing money today.” 


Accuses the Politicians. 

Yoakum advocated closer relationship 
between the farmers and the railroads. 
He said the politicians have been preju- 
dicing the farmers against the rail- 
roads and that it was time for the 
farmers to strike down the political mid- 
alemen, as well as the commercial and 
speculation middlemen. He criticised 
members of Congress for paying so lit- 
tle attention to the needs of the farm- 
ers and spending 70 per cent of the 
national income for military purposes. 

The speaker also deprecated the ex- 
odus of American farmers to Canada. 
He sajd we are giving up 400,000 Amer- 
fean farmers to Canada every year and 
taking in 6,000,000 foreigners. Each 
American geing to Canada takes as 
much with him as. 40 immigrants bring 
in, he said. Te farmers we are losing 
becomthe producers in Canada, but the 
aliens "become consumers here. Mexico,

STATES EXPERTS

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 3.— 
Lawyers for Dr. B: Clark Hyde, 
on trial for the murder of Col. T. 
H. Swope, declared in open 
eourt this .morning that the 
charge was the result of a plot 
by experts for the state, and that 
poisons were introduced into the 
bodies of Col. Swope-and Chris- 
man after death, Prosecuting At- 
torney Conkling, angrily. deny- 
ing the charge, defied the lawyers 


to attempt-to establish it by the} 


testimony of any sworn witness. 

“‘Such a base accussation can 
be made by unsworn counsel,”’’ 
he said, ‘“‘but they will never 
dare to attempt to put on this 
stand a witness sworn before 
God to tell the truth to attempt 


to bear it out in any detail.’’ 
The charge and denial arose in a two- 
hour argument as to whether Dr. Wal- 
ter 8S. Haines; one o- the toxicologists 
now on the stand, be required to testify 


about a demand made upon him March 
6 for part ef the viscera, to be tested 
by Hyde's experts. , 
Poison Given as Medicine. 

Lawyers for the State contended that 
Hyde's experts had no authority to 
make such a demand, and. that testi- 
mony about it was inadmissible. 

Arguing this, Frank P. Walsh, chief 
of Hyde's counsel, declared that at the 
time the dem&nd was made Dr. Haines 
had found no strychnine nor cyanide 
of potassium in any of thé material 
submitted to him for ‘tests,: except a 
trace of strychnind in Crisman’s liver; 
and that it had been shown that Chris- 
man had a medicinal dose of strych- 
nine the day he died that was much 
larger than the amount found. 

He asserted that the traces of strych- 
nine found ‘thereafter could easily have 
been placed'in ‘the viscera.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—Gov. Had- 
ley, who prosecuted the Standard Oil 
Co. and its subsidiary concerns in Mis- 
souri, is much pleased over the deci- 
sion ef the United States Supreme Court 
in the Tennessee oll case. This indi- 
cates, the Governor said, that the Court 
will probably uphold the Missouri Su- 
preme Court in its ouster order against 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana.

NEW YORK, May 3—‘“How to keep 
the love of your wife,” was explained 
last night by Prof. John Russell 
Coryell. He spoke to the Sunrise Club, 
which meets fortnightly in the Cafe 
Boulevard and Gunpsconey mighty prob- 
lems. 

Edwin C. :_ Walker, the chairman, in- 
troduced the subject by saying that its 
mere consideration implied “the reach- 
ing for the unattainable.” Loud ap- 
plause—chiefly feminine. Then up rose 
Prof. Coryell to assert that keeping 
the love of one’s wife was “the easiest 
thing in the world.” More applause— 
chiefly masculine. 


“T’ve asked lots of men,” continued 
Prof. Coryell, “how they kept their 
wife’s love. They had never even 
thought of the question. It was no 
problem. to them. When I asked the 
women how Yhey kept their husband’s 
they grew voluble. But they 
didn’t contribute anything valuable. In 
fact I found only one woman who 
would admit that she did feel pretty 
sure her husband still loved her a lit- 
tle, though she didn’t see why. I was 
less hopeful than she. I knew the 
man. 

“Marriage is to a young woman an 
honorable means of livelihood. To a 
young man it is a safe and economical 
opportunity.

Poison Found in Snow. 

The fragments of gelatin capsules in 
the envelopes gave no reaction for 
cyanide tests, Dr. Haines said, but the 
snow scooped up with them had stained 
the envelopes; and this stain, he said, 
gave an unmistakable test for cyanide.

PARCELS POST IDEA GAINS STRENGTH. 

Marcus M. Marks, chairman of the Committee 
on Postal Affairs of the New York Merchants’ 
Association, has explained the opposition of that 
organization to the general parcels post and ita 
indorsement of the Bennet bill, which limits the 
application of the parcels post to business which 
begins and ends on rural free delivery routes. 
The argument in opposition is “because we fear 
the development of commercial monopoly in the 
great business centers as the expense of the coun- 
try store and the town. 

The remainder of the argument is favorable 
to a limited application of the plan because it 
would help the farmers and the merchants of 
the small town, bringing to the former many 
articles of which they are now deprived because 
of limited transportation facilities and to the 
latter much new business. It would merely ex- 
tend machinery for delivery without establishing 
any new principle, and it would bring a revenue 
probably much greater than the added expense. 
It would mean commercial and social advance- 
ment for the rural community. 

Mr. Marks might have added: “We know this 
will be class legislation, and, so, morally object- 
tionable, if not positively illegal.” 

Moreover, if the parcels post would be a good 
thing for the farmers and dwellerg on rural mail 
routes, it would be equally good for everyone. 
The argument is an interesting one because it is 
a frank confession from those who have opposed 
the innovation with all their might that it would 
do under limitations exactly what its advocates

DECISIONS MEAN MUCH 


Are Taken as Indication of 
Supreme Judges’ Attitude 
Toward Monopoly. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—iIn affirming 
two decisions of State courts, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
given what is believed to be an indica- 

tioh of its attitude on trusts. 

The Association of Retail Lumber 
Dealers in Mississippj and Louisiana 
was disbanded by affirmance of yester- 
day of the decree of the Supreme Court 
of Mississippi! and the Standard Oil Co. 
of Kentucky was ousted from Tennes- 
see by the approval of the decree of the 
Supreme Court of Tennegsee. Both, the 
State courts had held, violated the anti. 
trust act of the respective states, 

Justice Lurton announced the opinion 
of the court'in' the Mississippi case. It 
was his firat utterance from the Su- 
preme Court bench on the “trust” cases. 
He said the associations had bound 
themselves not to deal with any jobber 
or wholesaler in lumber who sold to con- 
sumers in the locality in which they con- 
ducted a business sufficiently large to 
meet the demands of the public. 

, Accepts Court Findings. 

He accepted the findings of the State 
courts: and had considered only wheth- 
er the statute was in conflict with the 
fourteenth amendment by abridging the 
freedom act. The Justice saéd: 

That any @ne of the persons en- 
gaged in the retail lumber business 
might have made a fixed rule of 
conduct not to buy his stock from a 
producer or wholesaler who should 
sell t the consumer in competitin 
that would infringe his freedom of 
contract in that particular would 
stand. 

But when the plaintifé« in error 
combine and agree tat no one of 
them will trade with aay producer 
or wholesgler who shall sell to a 
consumer within the trade range of 
any of them, quite another case is 
presented. 

An act, ‘harmiess when done by 
anyone, may become a public wrong 
when doftfe by many acting in con- 
cert, for it then takes on the form 
of a conspiracy and may be prohib- 
ited or punished, if the result be 
hurtful to the public or to the 
individual against whom the con- 
eerted action is directed. 

r the purpose of suppressing this 
competition they have not stopped’ 
within an individual obligation te re- 
frain fron® dealing with one who 
sells within his own circle and there- 
by deprive him of a possible cus- 
tomer; but have agreed not to deal 
with anyone who makes sales to 
customers, which sales might have 
been made by any one of 77 inde- 
pendent members of the association. 

Thus they have stripped themselves 
of all freedom of contract in order 
to compel those against whom they 
have combined to elect between their 
combined trade and that of consum- 
ers. .That such an agreement is one 

in restraint of trade is undeniable, 
whatever the motive or necessity 
which has induced the compact.

|Supervision of Rates, a Suicide 
Act and a State Inspector 


Advocated., 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—The cre- 
ation of a State fire inspector by law, 
the enactmént of a suicide act and the 
vesting in the State Insurance Depart- 
ment the power to supervise fire insur- 
@nce rates are some of the recommen- 
dations which Frank Blake, State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, makes in his 
annual report the advanced sheets of 
which were out today. 

Blake says the year 1909 was a pros- 
perous one for life insurance compa- 
nies, and that the legal reserve com-

Suicides in the cities are increasing 
rapidly, Blake says, and particularly 
in the West, and he recommends the 
enactment by the General Assembly of 
a suicide act absolving insurance com- 
panies from Hability if a man in sound 
mind and body commits suicide within 
six months after taking out a policy.
